The independent claims 1 and 8 have been amended and raised the following NEW ISSUES that need further searches for 
new ground rejection: 'The first substrate and the second substrate produc_ a multi-domain vertical alignment (MVA) structure 
in the liquid crystal layer" which now combines in the claim body.
